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INTRODUCTION 


This 1973 Profile is the third in a series of profiles issued annually 
by the Model Cities Data Collection/Processing Department. Like its 
predecessors, this profile has as its purpose the presentation of the most 
up-to-date and accurate data currently available concerning Boston's Model 
City Area. 


This profile contains a great deal of new information which has been 
acquired since the publication of the 1972 profile. Among the most interesting 
of the new additions are the tables on family type (in Chapter I), on poverty 
(in Chapter II), on employment status (in Chapter III), and the chapter 
concerning changes in the Model City Area (Chapter X).

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POPULATION 


The Model City Area has a population of 57,000 in 17,300 households. The 
average household size in the area is 3.3, compared to 2.8 in the City of Boston 
as a whole. 


The majority (68 percent) of the Model City population is Black, and there 
is a growing Spanish-speaking minority. Fourth count data from the 1970 U.S. 
Census indicate that Spanish-speaking people constitute 9 percent of the Model 
City population. (This figure is virtually identical to the 10 percent estimate 
which had been used prior to acquisition of the new Census data.) The presence 
of a growing Spanish-speaking group is important since this group has a unique 
set of problems in addition to the other problems affecting the area as a whole. 


Concerning the age composition of the area, it is particularly interesting 
to examine the percentages of children under 15 and senior citizens 65 and 
over, since these are an area's most dependent groups. The Model City Area has 
a very high percentage of children: 35 percent of the population is under 15, 
compared to 24 percent of the City of Boston's population. On the other hand, 
the Model City Area has a somewhat smaller percentage of senior citizens: 9 
percent of its population is 65 or older, compared to 13 percent of the City's. 
Concerning subgroup differences within the Model City Area, one of the most 
striking differences indicated in the tables is that the White group has a much 
larger percentage of senior citizens than the Black group or the Indian-Oriental- 
Other group: 18 percent of the Whites are 65 or over, compared to only 4 percent 
of the Blacks and 6 percent of the Indian-Oriental-Other group. Conversely, the 
Black and Indian-Oriental-Other groups have larger percentages of their populations 
in the under-15 categories: 39 and 40 percent, respectively, of these groups 
are under 15, compared to only 26 percent of the White group. 


In addition to tables on total population and ethnic and age composition, 
this chapter contains a new set of tables dealing with type of family. (As used 
in this chapter, a "family" consists of a household head plus one or more other 
persons who live in the same household and are related to the head.) The 
majority (59 percent) of Model City families have a husband and wife, but there 
is a substantial minority of families (36 percent) which are female-headed. The 
remaining 5 percent are families with "other male head." These are male-headed 


families not including those with husband and wife - for example, a family 
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consisting of a widower and his children or a family consisting of an adult 
son living with and supporting his mother. 


Sixty-one percent of Model City families have children under 18. When 
the three family types are compared with one another with respect to the presence 
of children, it is found that female-headed families are most likely to contain 
children (72 percent of them do), husband-wife families are next most likely 
(56 percent), and families with other male heads are least likely (only 33 percent).

INCOME 


The Model City Area is an area characterized by inadequate incomes. The 
median family income is only $6,415, compared to $9,133 in the City of Boston 
as a whole. In the 1970 U.S. Census, almost a quarter (24 percent) of Model 
City families were classified as below the poverty level, compared to only 
12 percent of the City of Boston's families. It is interesting to examine 
the characteristics of Model City families who are below the poverty level: 
61 percent obtain some or all of their income from public welfare; 87 percent 
have children under 18; 68 percent are headed by a female; and 64 percent have 
both a female head and children under 18. 


Concerning source of income of Model City families in general, the most 
common one is wages or salary: 79 percent of the families have some or all 
of their income from this source. The next most common source of income 
is public welfare, from which 30 percent of the families obtain some or 
all of their income.

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CHAPTER III 
EMPLOYMENT 


EMPLOYMENT 


The Model City Area has high levels of both unemployment and underemployment. 


A recent survey by the Model City Administration's Data Collection/Processing 
Department revealed that the unemployment rate in the area is considerably 
higher than had previously been estimated. The unemployment rate indicated by 
the survey is 23.7 percent, compared to the 5.9 percent rate in the Boston 
S.M.S.A. Furthermore, Census data show that fully half (51 percent) of the 
Model City residents who are employed have low-skilled jobs as operatives, 
service workers, or laborers. The comparable City-wide figure for those 
occupational categories is 35 percent. 


It is interesting to compare the employment status of males and females. 
As would be expected, a higher percentage of men than of women are in the 
labor force* (69 percent compared to 42 percent). However, of those men 
and women who are in the labor force, a higher percentage of men than of 
women are unemployed (26 percent compared to 21 percent). 


*The labor force consists of persons who are working plus persons who 
are unemployed in the sense that they are not working but are looking for 
work. People who are neither working nor looking for work are not considered 
to be in the labor force.

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CHAPTER IV 


HOUSING 


HOUSING 


The total number of housing units in the Model City Area is approximately 
20,170, of which 86 percent are occupied. Of these occupied units, 79 percent 
are renter-occupied (compared to 73 percent renter-occupied in the City of 
Boston as a whole). Census data show that the median gross rent for these 
renter-occupied units is $111 per month. 


The Area's vacancy rate is shown to be more than double that of the 
City (14 percent as compared to 6 percent for the City as a whole). Census 
data also report that overcrowding tends to be a more serious problem in 
the Model City Area than in the City itself: 12 percent of the area's occupied 
units have more than one person per room, compared to 8 percent of Boston's 
occupied units. 


Owners account for 21 percent of the area's occupied housing units. 
Seventy-seven percent of the owners of single-family dwellings estimated 
that these properties would sell for under $15,000 if they were for sale. 


The area is also characterized by aged housing stock. Census data 
show that the vast majority (79 percent) of all units are in structures 
that were built before 1940.

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CHAPTER V 
HEALTH 


HEALTH 


Poverty and deprivation are conditions that contribute to the Model City 
Area's health problems. 


An indication of how seriously these factors affect the area is the infant 
mortality rate of 33.8 per 1,000 live births, which is considerably higher than 
the City-wide rate of 21.7 per 1,000. 


The scarcity of certain health support services adds another significant 
dimension to the general health problems affecting the area. For example, 
studies show that there has been a steady decline in the number of pharmarcies 
and drug stores serving the area. 


There are many health facilities surrounding the Model City Area, but 
most do not meet the full health care needs of the area's residents. However, 
there have beén gome improvements in the kinds of health services available 
to the area. These are in the form of community health centers such as the 
three Model City Family Life Centers. The need for such centers is demonstrated 
by the fact that many of the people who use the services at the family life 
centers had previously relied upon overcrowded outpatient hospital facilities in 
the area or had no previous source of regular health care at all.

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CHAPTER VI 
EDUCATION 
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EDUCATION 


Educational needs continue to be a problem in the Model City Area. There 
has been very little improvement in the area in terms of construction of new 
facilities or changes in the existing ones. 


The public schools that serve the area are old and in poor condition. 
Twenty-eight of the 36 public schools that are in the area, or just outside, 
are buildings that were constructed over fifty years ago, and only 6 have 
been built since 1930. 


Of the 16,812 students enrolled in public schools, 10,027 are enrolled 
in elementary schools. Whites constitute only 20 percent of the public 
school enrollment in the area. 


Besides the 36 public schools serving the area, there are 5 parochial 
schools and 6 independent schools located in the area or just outside. Statistics 
show that there are 1,208 students enrolled in parochial schools, and 730 
enrolled in independent schools. 


A growing number of Model City Area students are enrolling in alternative 
educational programs such as Metropolitan Council for Educational Opportunity 
(METCO), Exodus, and the Bridge. 


Perhaps the most relevant measure of educational success is its effect 
on the student's achievement. There is no recent information on the achievement 
of the student population in the area; however, figures from the Boston Public 
Schools Department of Guidance show that in 1970, of 1,257 graduates from high 
schools serving the Model City area, 55 percent went on to further education. 


The adults in the area have generally had less education than the adults 


in the city as a whole. For example, Census data report that the median school 
years completed by the adult population (25 years old and older) is 10.3 
contrasted with 12.1 in Boston as a whole. The results also show that 35 percent 


of the area's adults 25 and over have less than eight years of education and 
sixty percent did not finish high school.

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CRIME 


The data in this chapter are from Crime in Boston, a study by the Mayor's 
Office of Justice Administration. The study deals with four kinds of crime: 
robbery; assault; burglary; and auto theft. The results of the study indicate 
that, compared to the City of Boston as a whole, the Model City Area is an area 
of relatively high crime. Its rate of auto theft is approximately equal to that 
of the total city, but its rates of robbery, assault, and burglary are consider- 
ably higher. Of the neighborhoods in the city with the ten highest rates of 
robbery and assault, half are in the Model City Area. 


These statistics do not give a complete picture of the extent of crime, for 
they are based on crimes reported to the police and such crimes represent only 
part of the total. The President's Commission on Law Enforcement and Administra- 
tion of Justice, in a national victimization survey in 1967, found that a large 
percentage of the people victimized by crime do not notify the police. Thirty- 
five percent of the robberies and aggravated assaults, 42 percent of the bur- 
glaries, and 11 percent of the auto thefts were not reported. These findings in- 
dicate that crime rates based on cases reported to the police understate the ex- 
tent of crime.

TRANSPORTATION 


This chapter consists of only two tables, but they are very important 
because they demonstrate the extent to which residents of the Model City 
Area are dependent upon public transportation. A substantial majority of 
Model City households (63 percent) have no car, while only 47 percent 
of the City of Boston's households lack a car. In order to get to work, 
47 percent of the Model City Area's working population relies upon public 
transportation (bus, streetcar, subway, elevated, or railroad). ing the 


City of Boston as a whole, only 38 percent of the workers depend upon 
public transportation to get to work.

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CHANGES IN THE MODEL CITY AREA 


Introduction 


This chapter will deal with the most important of the changes which have 
been taking place in the Model City Area. In order to ensure that change 
inferences can be validly made, the approach in this chapter will be to compare 
figures from trustworthy sources which employ the same methodology at different 
points in time. Thus, 1960 Census figures will be compared with 1970 Census 
figures, 1966 vital statistics from the Boston Department of Health and 
Hospitals will be compared with 1970 statistics (the latest available) from that 
same department, and data from the 1969 canvass by R. L. Polk and Company will 
be compared with data from Polk's 1970 canvass. Throughout this chapter, 
reference will be made to the dates of the statistics used, so that the sie 
span covered by the changes will always be clear. 

The topics to be discussed in this chapter are changes in: total population; 
ethnic composition; income; occupation; education; health; home ownership; and 
mobility. For most of these topics, changes in the Model City Area will be 
compared to changes in the City of Boston as a whole during the same time period 


and according to the same sources. By thus relating changes in the Model City 
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Area to changes in Boston as a whole, it can be seen whether the area is making 
gains in terms of narrowing the gap between its conditions and the conditions

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Changes in Total Population™ 


Between 1950 and 1960, the population of the Model City Area declined from 
89,066 to 67,570 - a decrease of 24 percent. During the same period, the 
population of the City of Boston as a whole also underwent a significant 
decline (13 percent). During the years 1960 - 1965, oe Model City population 
Gomtanued to decline, as did that of the City. 

In the 1968 Model Cities Plan, it was predicted that the Model City 
population could be expected to fallto 56,875 by 1970.° Data from the 1970 
U.S. Census indicate that this prediction was extremely accurate: the Model 
City population is estimated on the basis of the Census to be approximately 
57,000. This represents a significant population decrease (16 percent) 
from the 1960 level, but not as great a decrease as had occurred during the 1950 - 
1960 period. In the City as a whole, the same pattern occurred: the population 


declined during the 1960's but not as greatly as it had during the 1950's. 


1the 1950, 1960, and 1970 figures in this section are from, respectively, 
the 1950, 1960, and 1970 U.S. Censuses of Population and Housing, Throughout 
this chapter, 1960 figures are from the 1960 U.S. Census, and 1970 figures 
are from the 1970 U.S. Census unless otherwise specified.

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Changes in Ethnic Composition 


In 1960, approximately two-thirds (64.7 percent) of the Model City 
population was White, approximately one third (34.7 percent) was Black, 
and a tiny minority (0.6 percent) belonged to other racial groups, primarily 
Indian and Oriental. According to figures from the 1970 Census, the Black 
and White proportions have become virtually the reverse of what they were 
in 1960: two thirds of the population (67.8 percent) is Black and 
approximately one third (30.6 percent) is White. The minority belonging to 
other races has increased but is still very small at 1.6 percent. The 
shift in the racial composition of the area is due to the emigration of the 
White population and the immigration and natural increase of the Black 
population. These patterns also occurred in the City of Boston as a whole, 
but not to as great an extent: the Black population increased from 9.1 
percent to 16.3 percent between 1960 and 1970, while the White population 


declined from 90.2 percent to 81.9 percent. 


In addition to the shift in the racial composition of the Model City Area, 


there has been another change in the area's ethnic composition: a significant 
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increase in the Spanish-speaking population (primarily Puerto Ricans and Cubans, 
who are classified as White in a racial distribution). Accurate information 
on the size of the entire Spanish-speaking population in the area before 

1970 is not available, but some indication of the extent of the increase 

can be given by focusing specifically upon the Puerto Rican population, for 
which 1960 Census figures are available. In 1960, only 0.3 percent of the 
area's population was Puerto Rican, whereas the current figure is 5.1 percent. 
When all Spanish-speaking people (Puerto Ricans plus all others) are 
considered together, they constitute a total of 9.0 percent of the cuerene 
Model City population. The growth of the Spanish-speaking population is 

very important because that group has a unique set of problems in addition 


to the general socio-economic problems affecting the area as a whole. 
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Changes in Income 


As of the 1960 Census, the median family income in the Model City Area 
was $4,722, substantially below the $5,757 median income of families in the 
City of Boston as a whole. According to figures from the 1970 Census, 
the median family income in the Model City Area has increased to $6,415, but 
the median in the City has risen to $9,133. Thus, the gap between the median 
income of the Model City Area and that of the City increased from $1,035 
to $2,718. In terms of percentage increases, the median income in the Model 
City Area, already lower than that of Boston as a whole, increased only 36 
percent, while Boston's median income increased 59 percent. 

In addition to examining median family income, it is also useful to 
look specifically at the percentage of families with incomes under $3 000; 
In 1960, this percentage in the Model City Area was 25 percent, compared 
to 17 percent in the City as a whole. Figures from the 1970 Census show 
that these percentages have declined to 19 percent in the Model City Area 
and to 10 percent in the City. Thus, the percentages of families with 
incomes below $3,000 have declined in both areas, but more in the City 
than in the Model City Area. As a result, the gap between the two is wider 
now than it was in 1960. 


In summary, when one examines median family income and percentage of 


families with incomes below $3,000, it is clear that the income status of 
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families in the Model City Area was as of 1960 lower than the income status 
of families in the City as a whole, and has improved at a lower rate. The 
end result is that the income gap between the two areas has actually widened 


since 1960. 
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Changes In Occupation 


Another indication of an area's well-being is its occupational distribution. 
It is particularly interesting to examine the two extremes of this distribution: 
the very low-paying jobs (service, operative, and labor) and the high-paying 
jobs (professional-technical and managerial-administrative). In 1960, 48 percent 
of the Model City Area's workers were employed as service workers, operatives, 
or unskilled laborers, while only 39 percent of the City's workers were 
employed in these jobs. Figures based upon the 1970 Census indicate that the 
percentage of workers employed in these low-paying jobs actually has increased 
in the Model City Area (to 51 percent) while it has decreased in the City 
(to 35 percent). Thus, the gap between the two areas has widened. 

The picture is somewhat brighter when the other extreme of the occupational 
distribution is examined. In 1960, 9 percent of the Model City Area's 
workers, compared to 19 percent of the City's, were employed in professional-technical 
or management-administrative positions. Results of the 1970 Census show that 
these figures have risen to 13 percent in the Model City Area and 23 percent in 
the City. Thus, the gap between the two areas is unchanged. In this sphere, 


then, comparison of the findings of the 1960 and 1970 Censuses shows that the 
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Model City Area is not experiencing the relative set-backs it experienced with 

reference to family income and proportion of workers in very low-paying jobs. 
Comparison of data from the 1969 and 1970 ach eS by R. L. Polk and 

Company provides additional information concerning changes in the occupational 

achievement of the Model City population. The comparison shows that the 

percentage of employed household heads working in professional-technical or 

Management-supervisory positions increased from 16 percent in 1969 to 18 

percent in 1970 - a substantial increase for a one-year period. It must 

be stressed that the Polk figures refer only to household heads, not to all 

workers. Also, it is important to note that the Polk canvasses are not as 

methodologically sound as the U.S. Census, with the result that Polk figures 

cannot be regarded with the same high degree of confidence. Despite these 

limitations, however, the results of the comparison of the 1969 and 1970 

Polk figures can serve as an indication that noteworthy gains were being 

made during the 1969-1970 period in employment in high-paying positions. 

This is probably due in part to the substantial numbers of area residents 

working as professionals and administrators in anti-poverty agencies such as 


the Model City Program and Action for Boston Community Development. 
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Changes in Educational Attainment 


According to the 1960 Census, only one third (34 percent) of the Model 
City residents 25 years old and older had completed high school (or more), 
compared to 45 percent in Boston as a whole. The 1970 Census shows that these 
percentages have increased to 40 percent in the Model City Area and 54 percent 
in the City. Thus, the percentages of adults who have completed high school 
increased in both areas, but more so in the City than in the Model City Area. 
The gap between the two therefore widened somewhat. Here, then, in the field 
of education, is the phenomenon already encountered with reference to income: 
conditions in the Model City Area improved during the 1960's, but not enough 
to narrow or even to hold constant the gap between the area and the City as 


a whole. 
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Changes in Health ° 

One of the most important of the indicators of an area's health condition 
is its infant mortality rate. In 1964, this rate was 34.3 per 1000 births in 
the Model City Area, contrasted with 24.1 in Boston as a whole. The latest 
information available (1970 information) shows that the rates in both the Model 
City Area and the City have decreased, but the Model City rate decreased only 
Slightly (33.8), while the City-wide rate decreased more substantially (to 21.7). 
The gap between the two areas thus widened during the 1964-1970 period. 

Another interesting statistic frequently examined in connection with 
health is the birth rate. Birth rate information for 1966 shows that the 
rate in the Model City Area was considerably higher than that in Boston as a 
Whole: 26.0 per 1000 residents compared to 18.7. Data for 1970 (the latest 
year for which information is available) shows that both rates have declined: 
the Model City rate to 24.4 and the City-wide rate to 17.1. This decline in the 


birth rate is a very important factor to be taken into account in future planning 


for the area.

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Changes in Home Ownership 

In both the Model City Area and the City of Boston, the great majority of 
housing units in 1960 were renter-occupied. Only 18 percent of the Model City's 
occupied units, and 27 percent of Boston's, were owner-occupied. Results of the 
1970 Census show that the percentage of owner-occupied units in the Model City 
Area has increased to 21 percent, while the figure in the City has remained 
unchanged. Thus, the gap between the two narrowed somewhat during the 1960's. 
Here, then, is a sphere in which the Model City Area has made real gains compared 
to the City. Efforts by such groups as the Boston Banks Urban Renewal Group 


probably contributed to the increase in home ownership in the Model City Area. 
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Mobility 


The 1970 Census provides interesting information concerning population 
mobility. The results show that the population of the Model City Area is 
more mobile than that of the City of Boston as a whole. Only 20 percent of the 
Model City households moved into their 1970 home prior to 1960, compared 
to 29 percent of Boston's households. On the other hand, 63 percent of 
Model City households moved into their 1970 quarters in 1965 or later, 
compared to 56 percent of Boston's households. In other words, when compared 
to the City as a whole, the Model City Area contains proportionately more 
recently-settled households and fewer long-established ones. 

Examination of data from the 1970 Canvass of the Model City Area by 
R. L. Polk and Company provides insight into the degree of mobility ina 
single year. The results of the canvass show that 33 percent of the households 
in the area in 1970 moved into their quarters within the preceding year. Since, 
as already noted, the Polk canvasses are not as methodologically sound as the 
U.S. Census, the 33 percent mobility figure should not be relied upon as 
heavily as Census figures. It can, however, serve as an indication that the 


Model City Area has a very high degree of mobility.

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Conclusion 


Concerning socio-economic conditions, the statistics examined in this 
chapter indicate that conditions in the Model City Area, like conditions in 
the City of Boston as a whole, have improved in recent years. However, the 
Model City Area has not in most cases undergone sufficient improvement to 
narrow or even to keep constant the gaps between it and Boston as a whole. 
There are two areas of exception ‘to the latter trend: home ownership, where 
the Model City Area has made real gains in terms of narrowing the gap between 
it and the City; and employment in professional and administrative positions, 
where the area has undergone sufficient improvement to keep the gap between 


it and Boston constant.
